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POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
FAIR TRIAL AND FREE PRESS 
The House of Delegates of the American Bar 
Association, meeting in Chicago 
on Monday 
(Feb. 19), will decide whether to take up a report 
of its advisory committee on Fair Trial and Free 
P ress. 
THE PRESS AND THE BAR are cautiously edging 
toward a new accommodation. The F irst Amend­ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution provides: *‘Congress 
shall make no law. . . abridging the freedom of 
speech or of the p ress.” The Sixth Amendment 
says: “ In all crim inal prosecutions, the accused 
shall enjoy the right to a speedy and public tria l.” 
The reconciliation of those concepts has been a 
recurring question before the U.S. Supreme Court. 
At issue may be whether one man’s life is placed 
in jeopardy, or whether another man’s speech 
rem ains unfettered. The Supreme Court is called 
on tim e and again to make that choice. 
In the landmark Sheppard case in 1966, the high 
bench, in an 8 to 1 decision, voiced new concern 
over sensational trial and p re-trial publicity. 
And it urged lower courts to exercise their full 
powers to insulate themselves from outside pre­ 
judicial pressures. 
NOW THE AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION may 
take up in Chicago the Reardon Report, prepared 
by a panel of distinguished judges and lawyers. 
The committee is headed by Justice Paul C. 
Reardon of the Supreme Court of Massachusetts. 
The report recommends that court and police 
officials withhold from news media “ potentially 
prejudicial” information from the time of arrest 
of a suspect until his conviction or acquittal. 
The revised draft is substantially the same as 
that discussed at the ABA annual meeting in Hono­ 
lulu last August. It calls on lawyers, judges, and 
police officials to restrict their comments on 
pending crim inal cases and to curtail the release 
of information about them. It also recommends 
contempt of court action against those who make 
statem ents prejudicial to a defendant in a willful 
attem pt to affect the outcome of a trial. 
Among several slight changes is one referring 
to the rights of the defendant. 
The original 
provided that a defendant might be interviewed 
if he so requested. 
The revision says that the 
suspect should be adequately informed of his 
“ right to refuse to grant an interview.” 
Despite the opposition of news media spokesmen 
at Honolulu and subsequently, the ABA had indi­ 
cated that it would adopt the recommendations 
form ally at Chicago. A committee of the Amer­ 
ican Society of Newspaper Editors is urging the 
ABA to defer for at least one year any decision 
bn the Reardon Teport. 
THE BRITISH PRESS lives — uncomfortably, 
to be sure — with even stricter limitations on 
crim e and trial reporting than those proposed 
by the ABA. 
But Norman Moss states in The 
Reporter: 
“ If the proposals of the Advisory 
Committee on Fair Trial and Free P ress are 
adopted by the House of Delegates and Board of 
Governors (of the ABA), the managing editor of 
a Tennessee newspaper has predicted that Amer­ 
ican crim e reporting will soon be pretty much 
what it is in B ritain.” 
The managing editor of a Philadelphia news­ 
paper is more sanguine and probably more 
realistic. 
He says that even if the new code 
is adopted, “ I think our reporters will get the 
news no m atter what restrictions are placed 
upon their sources, and I think editors will 
print it, regardless of the consequences.”

More than 150 years have passed since 
Abraham Lincoln’s birth in 1809. but with 
each passing year his image grows brighter, 
a beacon in tiie dark of adversity. 
It is often instructive to reflect on how his­ 
tory’s giants would have dealt with current 
crises. Some clue to Lincoln’s reactions may 
be found in the words he left behind. 
Of all the Lincoln speeches — and there 
were many — it is generally conceded that 
the 16th president rose to the greatest ora­ 
torical heights with his Gettysburg Address. 
So brief that a photographer on hand for 
the occasion couldn’t get his camera adjusted 
in time and missed the shot, the speech, 
given at the dedication of the Gettysburg 
(Pa.) military cemetery nevertheless holds a 
cherished niche in the archives of great doc­ 
uments. 
The timeless quality of Lincoln’s words has 
caused them to take on new meaning with 
the passing of more than 100 years. 
The times have been few when we were 
not engaged in a struggle ‘testing whether 
that nation or any nation . . . can long en­ 
dure.” And isn’t it still true that ‘‘it is for us, 
the living . . . to be dedicated . . . to the 
unfinished work which they who fought . . . 
have thus far so nobly advanced . . . that 
these dead shall not have died in vain"? 
It is always interesting to speculate on how 
great men in history would have come to 
grips with today’s problems. Following are 
some topics of current interest with Lincoln 
quotes which might apply: 
• On Vietnam: ‘‘A house divided against 
itself cannot stand. I believe this government 
cannot endure permanently half slave and 
half free.” 
• On civil rights: ‘ When . . . you have 
succeeded in dehumanizing the Negro; when 
you have put him down and made it impos­ 
sible for him to be but as the beasts of the 
field: when you have extinguished his soul 
in this world and placed him where the ray 
of hope is blown out as in the darkness of the 
damned, are you quite sure that the demon 
you have roused will not turn and rend you?” 
• On presidential politics: “While the peo­ 
ple retain their virtue and vigilance, no ad­ 
ministration. by any extreme of wickedness 
or folly, can very seriously injure the govern­ 
ment in the short space of four years.” 
• On riots: "There is no grievance that is 
a fit object of redress by mob law.” 
• On the limits of freedom: “The world 
has never had a good definition of the word 
liberty, and the American people, just now. 
are much in want of one.” 
In one instance, however. Lincoln has been 
proved wrong, or perhaps it was modesty 
that prompted him to say. in the Gettysburg 
Address, “The world will little note, nor 
long remember what we say here . . . ”

In World War II, when every 
available solder was 
needed 
overseas, the U.S. armed forc­ 
es, rather grudgingly, began to 
take in women for stateside du­ 
ties "to free a man to fight.** 
There were

SPARs and Women Marines. 
"The Marine Corps was the 
last to come around," recalls 
Col. 
Ruth 
Cheney 
Streeter, 
USMCWR, the first director of 
the Women Marines. "I don’t 
think the men liked the idea 
very much. It took them a while 
to get used to it.*’ 
But get used to it the men did, 
and as the Women Marines cele­ 
brate their 25th birthday Feb. 
13, they are very much a part of 
what has been called "the finest 
fighting force in the world." 
"The main thing we were 
proud of was that we were 
called Marines, not given some 
auxiliary title. 'That put us very 
much on our mettle to live up to 
the great Marine tradition,” 
says CoL Streeter, who served 
as director from February 1948 
to December 1965, and now lives 
in Morristown, N.J. 
Besides the birthday of tueir 
founding, women Marines have 
two other anniversaries to ob­ 
serve this year: 
On June 12 it will be 20 years 
since they were admitted to reg­ 
ular status in a peacetime Ma­ 
rine Corps, under the Women's 
Armed services Integration Act 
of 1948. 


On Aug. 12 it will be 50 years 
since 305 women, called Mari­ 
ne ttes, served briefly but effi­ 
ciently in the Corps to replace 
boy jackets and a daring inno­ 
cence, and the 2,700 capable 
Women Marines of today in 
their chic, torest-green uni­ 
forms, who can go from their 
charm school classes to war- 
torn Vietnam without turning a 
well-groomed hair.

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FAIR TRIAL AND FREE PRESS 
The House of Delegates of the American Bar 
Association, meeting in Chicago 
on Monday 
(Feb. 19), will decide whether to take up a report 
of its advisory committee on Fair Trial and Free 
P ress. 
THE PRESS AND THE BAR are cautiously edging 
toward a new accommodation. The First Amend­ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution provides; “Congress 
shall make no law. . . abridging the freedom of 
speech or of the p ress.” The Sixth Amendment 
says: “ In all criminal prosecutions, the accused 
shall enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial.*’ 
The reconciliation of those concepts has been a 
recurring question before the U.S. Supreme Court. 
At issue may be whether one man’s life is placed 
in Jeopardy, or whether another man’s speech 
remains unfettered. The Supreme Court is called 
on time and again to make that choice. 
In the landmark Sheppard case in 1966, the high 
bench, in an 8 to I decision, voiced new concern 
over sensational trial and pre-trial publicity. 
And it urged lower courts to exercise their full 
powers to insulate them selves from outside pre­ 
judicial pressures. 
NOW THE AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION may 
take up in Chicago the Reardon Report, prepared 
by a panel of distinguished judges and lawyers. 
The committee is headed by Justice Paul C. 
Reardon of the Supreme Court of Massachusetts. 
The report recommends that court and police 
officials withhold from news media “ potentially 
prejudicial” information from the time of arrest 
of a suspect until his conviction or acquittal. 
The revised draft is substantially the same as 
that discussed at the ABA annual meeting in Hono­ 
lulu last August. It calls on lawyers, judges, and 
police officials to restrict their comments on 
pending criminal cases and to curtail the release 
of information about them. 
It also recommends 
contempt of court action against those who make 
statements prejudicial to a defendant in a willful 
attempt to affect the outcome of a trial. 
Among several slight changes is one referring 
to the rights of the defendant. 
The original 
provided that a defendant might be interviewed 
if he so requested. 
The revision says that the 
suspect should be adequately informed of his 
“ right to refuse to grant an interview.” 
Despite the opposition of news media spokesmen 
at Honolulu and subsequently, the ABA had indi­ 
cated that it would adopt the recommendations 
formally at Chicago. A committee of the Amer­ 
ican Society of Newspaper Editors is urging the 
ABA to defer for at least one year any decision 
On the Reardon report. 
THE BRITISH PRESS lives — uncomfortably, 
to be sure — with even stricter limitations on 
crim e and trial reporting than those proposed 
by the ABA. 
But Norman Mass states in The 
Reporter: 
“ If the proposals of the Advisory 
Committee on Fair Trial and Free Press are 
adopted by the House of Delegates and Board of 
Governors (of the ABA), the managing editor of 
a Tennessee newspaper has predicted that Amer­ 
ican crim e reporting will soon be pretty much 
what it is in Britain.”

More than 150 years have passed since 
Abraham Lincoln s birth in 1809. but with 
each passing year his image grows brighter. 
a beacon in tile dark of adversity 
It is often instructive to reflect on how his­ 
tory s giants would have dealt with current 
crises Some clue to Lincoln's reactions may 
tx* found in the words he left behind. 
Of all the Lincoln speeches — and there 
were main — it is generally conceded that 
the 16th president rose to the greatest ora- 
torical heights with his Gettysburg Address. 
So brief that a photographer on hand for 
the occasion couldn’t get his camera adjusted 
in time and missed the shot, the speech, 
given at the dedication of the Gettysburg 
i Pa » military cemetery nevertheless holds a 
cherished niche in the archives of great doc­ 
uments. 
The timeless quality of Lincoln's words has 
caused them to take on new meaning with 
the passing of more than IOO years. 
The times have been few when we were 
not engaged in a struggle "testing whether 
that nation or any nation 
. can long en­ 
dure 
And isn t it still true that "it is for us, 
the living 
. 
to be dedicated 
. 
to the 
unfinished work which they who fought . . . 
have thus tar so nobly advanced . . . that 
these dead shall not have died in vain"? 
It is always interesting to speculate on how 
great men in history would have come to 
grips with today’s problems. Following are 
some topics of current interest with Lincoln 
quotes which might apply: 
• On Vietnam: "A house divided against 
itself cannot stand I believe this government 
cannot endure permanently half slave and 
half free.” 
• On civil rights. "When . . 
you have 
succeeded in dehumanizing the Negro; when 
you have put him down and made it impos­ 
sible for him to be but as the beasts of the 
f i e l d 
w h e n you have extinguished his soul 
in this world and placed him where the ray 
of hope is blown out as in the darkness of the 
damned, are you quite sure that the demon 
NOU have roused will not turn and rend you?” 
• On presidential politics: "While the peo­ 
ple retain their virtue and vigilance, no ad­ 
ministration by any extreme of wickedness 
or folly, can very seriously injure the govern­ 
ment in the short space of four years. ' 
• On riots: "There is no grievance that is 
a fit object of redress by mob law.” 
• On the limits of freedom: "The world 
has never had a good definition of the word 
liberty, and the American people, just now, 
are much in want of one.” 
In one instance, however. Lincoln has been 
proved wrong, or perhaps it was modesty 
that prompted him to say. in the Gettysburg 
Address. "The world will little note, nor 
long remember what we say here . .

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Abraham Lincoln speaks 
on The Peace Corps:

It's a common misconcep­ 
tion that Abraham Lincoln 
had but one real love in his 
life, that he lost that love 
with the death of Ann Rut­ 
ledge and never really felt 
deeply about a n y woman 
afterward. 
“He was not very fond of 
girls," Abe’s stepmother re­ 
marked. But the fact is that 
Lincoln had p l e n t y of girl 
friends and came close to 
matrimony more than once in 
his younger days. His nearest 
approach to the altar in­ 
volved the almost-forgotten 
Mary Owens, whose cherubic 
features you may see in this 
rare picture. 
Lincoln’s first romantic dal­ 
liance came in his early 
’teens. The girl was Ann 
Roby, a school chum in In­ 
diana. 
She’d listen by the hour 
while young Abe spoke of 
what he had read in books. 
But the farm boy had no 
tongue for sweet phrases, so 
their romance cooled. 
In later years, Ann admit­ 
ted that when they met Abe 
spoke to her not so eloquently 
of love as of algebra. At 18, 
Ann was married to a rival of 
Lincoln, who knew better how 
to woo a mate. 
Abe went off to run a ferry 
on the Ohio River between 
Indiana and Kentucky. Rival 
boatmen had the ragged youth 
arrested for ferrying passen­ 
gers without a license. But 
young Lincoln stood up in 
court and defended himself 
successfully before the back­ 
woods judge. 
The judge, incidentally, had 
a niece who sat in on the trial. 
Afterward, she congratulated 
Lincoln and another romance 
flowered. 
Caroline 
Meeker 
saw young Lincoln often in 
the weeks following the trial. 
The Meekers were a proud, 
successful family. Soon they 
forbade Caroline to encourage 
the lanky farmer. Conscious 
of his poverty and ignorance, 
Lincoln ended his ferry trips 
over the river to the Meeker 
home. 
To Macon County, 111., the 
Lincolns came by oxcart in 
1830. Abe was 21 and hard as 
the point of his plow. He got a 
job splitting rails for the 
county sheriff, Major William 
Warnick. 
The sheriff liked the way 
Lincoln attacked the wood 
pile but frowned on Abe’s 
growing friendship with his 
daughter, Polly. Unschooled 
Lincoln seemed hardly a suit­ 
able suitor for Polly’s hand. 
Polly listened to her father, 
and gradually Abe stopped 
calling. 
In 1831, Lincoln got a job 
ferrying a bargeload of goods 
down the Sangamon River. 
The boat became stuck on a 
milldam at New Salem, 111., 
and there young Abe met Ann 
Rutledge, daughter of a local 


tavernkeeper. Theirs was to 
be a romance emphasized out 
of all proportion to the facts. 
Ann came to the river that 
day to see Lincoln’s stranded 
boat. Lincoln saw her blue 
eyes 
and 
pleasing 
face, 
learned her name and vowed 
to return to New Salem. 
He did return after deliver­ 
ing the cargo and got a job 
in a store across the road 
from the Rutledge tavern. 
Soon, he was introduced to 
the auburn-haired, 
18-year- 
old girl. 
When Lincoln was done at 
the store and Ann could leave 
the tavern, they walked to­ 
gether by the river. 
So far as we know, Lincoln 
never spoke to Ann of mar­ 
riage. He left New Salem to 
take a seat in the Illinois 
Legislature. Meanwhile, Ann 
became engaged to an East­ 
erner. In the spring of 1835, 
Abe returned but there is no 
proof he and Ann planned to 
marry. 
That summer heavy rains 
swept Illinois and there was 
an epidemic of malaria. In 
August, Ann became ill while 
Abe was out surveying some 
land a few miles from town. 
Surely, if he and Ann were 
engaged, he would have come 
to her bedside, but he did 
not. 
Peruvian bark, boneset tea 
and calomel failed to help 
Ann. She died on Aug. 25. 
Without doubt, Ann Rut­ 
ledge and Abraham Lincoln 
were good friends. But the 
time-honored legend that her 
death broke Abe’s spirit and 
made him forever a brooding 
melancholiac is plain non­ 
sense. 
Proof that he was not in 
love with Ann is the fact that 
a year after her death, Lin­ 
coln was having a light-heart­ 
ed affair with a girl named 
Mary Owens. He was even 
considering asking her to be 
his wife. 
Lincoln met Miss Owens 
when she came from Ken­ 
tucky to visit her sister in 
New Salem. To Lincoln, she 
s e e m e d 
“intelligent and 
agreeable” and he said he 
saw “no good objection to 
plodding through life hand in 
hand with her.” 
Miss Owens returned to 
Kentucky but Lincoln told her 
sister that if she ever return­ 
ed to New Salem he would 
“catch, tie and marry” her. 
Back came Miss Owens not 
long afterward. Abe courted 
her for four months and of­ 
fered to marry her, although 
the offer wasn’t too enthusi­ 
astic. 
The reason Lincoln’s ardor 
cooled is difficult to say. He 
was sad, of course, over 
Ann’s death; he was disap­ 
pointed with a s t u m b l i n g 
political career, and he was 
alarmed by Miss Owens’ in­ 
creasing plumpness. 


Lincoln’s final letter to 
Mary Owens ended their ro­ 
mance. If further meetings, 
he wrote, “would contribute 
nothing to your happiness, I 
am sure it would not to mine. 
Jf it suits you best not to 
answer this, farewell. A Ion 
life and a merry one atten 
you." 
Another visitor from Ken­ 
tucky was Mary Todd. Lin­ 
coln was in the legislature in 
Springfield, HI., when she 
first came there in 1837. She 
was 19, and Lincoln 28. Abe 
was immediately captivated 
by Miss Todd’s energy and In­ 
telligence. 
Mary Todd spoke French, 
knew the topics of the day, 
and was a sprightly dancer.
